A VISIT WITH BIG DADDY ROTH 



During the mid-Sixtie$-that wonderful, 
wild period that we car freaks lovingly 
call the “muscle car" ear—thousands of 
teen-age hot-rodders called Ed Roth Big 
Daddy" and considered his crazy cars 
the creations of a genius. Above all, "Big 
Daddy” was bizarre. His unique specialty 
carSi pictured on the following pages, 
were all made from a combination of 
stock parts, fiberglass, and junk yard 
treasures. There are fourteen of them in 
all, and they were, at one time, shown all 
over the country at auto shows for up¬ 
wards of $800 a car. 

It all started when he was in high 
school, with his first car-a souped-up 

*34 Ford. A tew years later, while working 
as a display clerk for Sears, Roth rented 
garage space and started pin-striping 
cars at night. He gradually expanded his 
customizing to include flames, eyeballs, 
and names. This led to the opening of 
his own shop, where he sold custom 
bumpers (called “nerf bars”), gearshift 
knobs, and candy apple paint Jobs. 

In 1959, quite by accident, Roth got 
into the custom T-shirt-painting business, 
and those of us Who now sport these 
wearable works of art as normal rags 
owe their origin to “Big Daddy.” A local 
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hot rod club asked him to design a club 
emblem and Roth’s artistic interpretation 
was to do horrible distorted portraits of 
each member of the club. They were 
printed on T-shirts and soon, other hot 
rod clubs wanted them. The tad took off 
big! 

Thus was born the Infamous Rat 
Fink,” the creature that became Roth’s 
trademark. The Rat Fink started out as a 
weird T-shirt design of a degenerate- 
looking, beer-belly ! d rat with a black hat 
wearing a T-shirt that said "RF." It was 
later translated into a show car, like 
many of Roth’s designs. The beloved Rat 
Fink was one of the obsessions of the 
crazed youth of the day. 

Recently, the crew at CARtoons found 

themselves at Cars of the Stars, In 
Orange County, California, where the loy¬ 
al Ratfinkists get together every year to 
hold the Rat Fink Revival. We thought 
you’d enjoy seeing ROOTS, CARtoons- 
style!
